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Seventeen protesters who said 
they oppose Reagan administra- 
tion policies in Central America 
stood in the entrance to the Kala- 
mazoo College Career Develop- 
ment Center this morning in an 
effort to disrupt a visit by a Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency recruiter. 

The demonstrators had said 
they were willing to risk arrest to 
let the CIA know that it is not wel- 
come on the K-Coll^e campus, 
but they settled for a debate on 
dvll disobedience after the re- 
cruiter entered the building 
throu^asidedoor. 

K-College President Dr. David 
Breneman was speaking to the 
protesters when the recruiter 
made her entrance. 

Breneman said the demonstra- 
tion was welcome, so long as it did 
not result in disruption of the re- 
cruiter’s activities. 

“Any action short of blocking 
the entrance to the office is 
perfectly appropriate,’’ Brenenum 
had said earlier. The school will 
ensure that the recruiter, vlio de 
dined to be identified, is able to 
ke^ her schedule, he said. 

Organizers of today’s demon- 
stration, including monbers of the 
Committee in Solidarity with the 
People of El Salvador (CISPES) 
and K-College Students for Peace 
and Nonviolence as well as a num- 
ber of students unaffiliated with 
dtber group, said they plan to 
bold a rally during the mid-day 
class break in a courtyard outside 
of the center’s office in Dewing 
iHaU.
